“New York, July 13.—[Special.]—The de- 
cision of the New York Life Insurance com- 
pany to dispose of its investments in stocks 
may be the forerunner of similar action by 
pther companies that would flood the mar- 
ket with nearly $100,000,000 worth of these 
securities. 

No announcement has been made yet that 
this significant action by the New York 
Life will be immediately imitated, but it 
is explained that even if the other companies 
intended to follow the lead they would wait 
until their plans had been perfected before 
stating their intentions. 

So much has been Said recently concerning 
the enormous investments of these corpora- 
tions that the fear of other companies fol- 
lowing the example set sent a shudder 
through the speculative community. 

It was recognized that the liquidation of 
all the railway stocks held by the life in- 
surance companies would ‘cause a pressure 
temporarily too great for the absorbing 
power. 
Some idea of what this wholesale liquſda- 
tion would involve can be gained from the 
statement of the immense holdings of the 


various companies;

The total stock and bond holdings of the 
representative insurance companies in dol- 
jars are-as follows:

It is understood that a bid has been made 
by a prominent Stock Exchange firm for all 
of the railway stocks now held by the New 
York Life Insurance company at present 
market quotations. The largest blocks are 
$1,650,000, at market valuation, of North- 
western preferred, and $913,500 of St. Paul 
preferred. 
It is not known what action will be taken 
on this bid, especially in view of the possi- 
bility of other companies joining the move- & 
ment and thus producing serious financial 
complications in Wall street.

William Goings (“ Walla Tonehka ). the 
Choctaw Indian.was shot at Alikichi, Ind. T., 
today, under sentence of the Choctaw court, 
for murder. During yesterday friends of the 
prisoner gathered. It was rumored an at- 
tempt would be made to rescue him. Twenty 
Indian deputies were placed on guard and 
everybody was warned to keep away. 

Feeling among the Choctaws was further 
aroused by a report that an attempt would 
be made to stop the execution by another. 
writ of habeas corpus. Federal Judge 

Townsend had stopped the execution once 
by habeas corpus. The day Goings was to 
have been shot Judge Townsend held that 
Goings having been convicted before the 
Indian courts were abolished the federal 
government had no jurisdiction and turned 
him back to the Choctaw authorities. 


Sheriff Refuses to Receive Writ. 
Application was made yesterday to Fed- 
eral Judge John R. Thomas for a writ of 
habeas corpus by Antlers’ attorney. An or- 
der by Judge Thomas granting the writ was 
telegraphed from Tulsa, Ind. T., last night.

He arrived simul- 
tanegusly with the first glimmer of light in 
the east, and the execution did not take 
place. Walla Tonehka was there, as he had 
been twice before on gates set for his execu- 
tion, having played ball between times, and 
merely shrugged his shoulders when told he 
was not to die that morning. 

Indians under other ‘sentences of courts 
have come up manfully, redeeming their 
paroles, and offering a calm breast to the 
muzzles of the executioners’ rifles. ‘To do 
otherwise would have. brought shame and 
disgrace upon Tonehka; perhaps set his own 
relatives against him in an attempt to wipe 
a stain of dishonor from the family name. 
It is this spirit which turned Tonehka toward 
the Perritory as the date ren his execution 
came near.

The charge against Sheriff Coulson that 
he permitted Prisoner Hennig to escape is 
simply a legal way, sanctioned by ages of 
practice, of saying that he permitted Mr. 
Hennig to go at will about the Town of 
Ottawa, as told in THE TRIBUNE yester- 
day, when it was the order of the court 
that Hennig should be in the La Salle 
Coynty Jail. Nobody in the office of the 
District Attorney or the United States Mar- 
‘shal believes that Hennig has escaped in 
fact, or that he is trying to or wants to do 
such a rash thing. He is existing in tolera- 
ble comfort, and instead of wanting to run 
away he has convinced the people of Ot- 
tawa that he is going to make that town 
‘his permanent home and beeome one of its 
most eriterprising citizens. 


Fine or Imprisonment, or Both. 

0 „But the Sheriff of La Salle County has 
no right to let a prisoner run about the 
town, just because he is a man of more con- 
sequence than some of the poor devils in 
the jail,” said District Attorney Bethea. 
“It isa felony for him to let a prisoner 
go in the highways alone. The punish- 
ment for such an offense is fine or impris- 
onment, or both, at the discretion of the 
court. The offense has been committed so 
frequently in this State . we must put 
a stop to it.“ 

For weeks John Hin has been trying 
to get the United States officials to take 
same action. concerning: the liberty allowed 
to Hennig in Ottawa. It was Mr. Hill who 
secured the evidence against Hennig that 
caused’ him to plead guilty to running a 
bucketshop and subsequently to using the 
| United States mails in furthering a business 
declared to be illegal. It was the last plea 
of gullty that caused him to be sent by the 
Federal Court to the Ottawa jail to serve 
a term of nine months, two of which re- 
main to be endured. 

Mr. Hill appeared yesterday in the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office with Ernest Water- 
man, a youth who is employed in his office. 
Young Waterman formerly resided in Ot- 
tawa and be had innocently told Mr. Hill 
that when he was in Ottawa to spend the 
Fourth of July at home he saw Hennig rid- 
ing in the streets on horseback as if for 
pleasure.

Miss Nora Abbey of New York Loses

New York, July 13.—[Special.]—The mag. 
nincent country fesidence of W. C. Whit. 
ney on Wheatly Hills, two miles from West. 
bury, L. I., was destroyed by fire about 19 
o'clock tonight, and at a late hour one of the 
three big barns in Wich Mr. Whitney keeps 
his thoroughbreds was on fire. There 18 
a small chance that it can be saved. 

Mr. Whitney wae not at home, having 
sailed for Europe a few weeks ago. It js 
not known how much of the furnishings. 
were saved, but it is understood that most 
of the furniture, personal effects, and hand.

The fire was discovered at 10 o'clock by 
one of the servants, who immediately gaye 
the alarm. 

In a few moments the entire household 
was fighting flames that made rapid head. 
way under a stiff wind from off the Sound. 
The servants formed themselves in two 
brigades. One fought the fire with buckets 
of water and the other attempted to save 
the furniture, and as many of Mr. Whitney's 
effects as they could reach. The fire was 
so flerce in a few minutes that the most 
daring were driven from the burning struc.

They say that the grade 
teachers have a right to protect themselves 
“and their salaries—the latter a point never 
forgotten—and that if they choose to take 
advantage of a common meeting place of 
the teachers to further their plana, it is no 
business of the association, with which they 
are not interfering. They do not deny the 
union labor principles entering into their 
plans, and they do not contend that their 
movement will result in a higher intellectual 
standard among grade teachers Whether 
right or wrong in their views öf educational 
ethics, they are working with tremendous 
energy. The federation badge has become 
as familiar a sight as the reception badges 
worn by Los Angeles committeemen. 


Chicagoans at the Front. 


Chicago has been at the convention front 
throughout the day in matters purely edu- 


cational as well as far remote. As the 


chairman of a committee which has been 
laboring for four years, Professor A. F. 
Nightingale, Superintendent of Chicago 
High Schools, presented this afternoon a 
report which is believed to go a long way 
toward solving the vexed question of the 
relation of college and high school courses. 

The subject has a dull sound, but it is the 
one of greatest practical importance that 
the convention has considered. Every col- 
lege professor and every high school teacher 
in the land knows the size of the problem in- 
volved. The high school curriculum and 
the college curriculum have often seemed 
to be at utter variance. By the most con- 
servative statement the condition today is 
one of chaos. Would-be reformers gener- 
ally have urged that colleges should adopt 
uniform requirements for admission and 


that high schools should conform to the uni- 


versity regulations. 
Says Colleges Must Yield. 

The report of the committee takes an op 
posite view, insisting that the colleges must 
bend. So able an educator as David Starr 
Jordan of Leland Stanford University. a col- 
lege President himself, declared in the dis- 
cussion that followed the presentation of the 
report that the view it took was correct. 

Colleges have done a vast amount of 
mischief in the past,“ he said. in trying to 
tell high schools what to teach. It is an 
impertinence for a university to try to push 
down a course of study upon a secondary 
school. The high school prepares for life 
as well as the collegés. It isa finishing us 
well as a preparatory school.“ | 

Dr. Nightingale, in introducing that re- 
port, said that it was prepared upon the basis 
of allowing high school students a wider 
range of study than had been offered in the 
past. He explained that the plan intended 
the instruction, within modifying degrees, of 
the elective system. 

“This does not imply,” he said, “‘ that the 
undeveloped pupil is to be allowed to pick 
out the studies he wants to take, but that 
there shall be certain constant studies to 
which shall be added the courses for which 
he appears to have the aptitude. He him- 


self, his teacher, and his parents. must be the 


judges of the range and character of his 
tastes. The constant studies, units they 
are called in the report, will be in part inter- 
changeable. The Latin unit will be for four, 
five, or even six years, the Greek for three, 
the French or German for either two or 
four, English for all the time, American his- 
tory for one entire year in the course, pre. 
ferably the last, and the sciences of physical 


geography, botany, zodlogy, physics, and 


chemistry for varying periods. It will be 

seen that all of this program cannot be kept 

within four years. It is not intended that 

it should be. The pupil does not have to take 

all —— constants, but only a certain portion 
em. 


Ask Recognition of Princtple. 

It is this principle we want the colleges to 
recognize, accepting a certain number ot 
them as entrance requirements, without 
stipulating conditions which compel stu- 
dents to do work for which they have neither 
aptitude nor fitness. More pupils finish with 
the high school than ever enter college. They 
should be given the opportunity to speciel- 
ize in @ way that will prepare them suitably 
for , — 

The report itselt was a bulky printed vol- 
ume. It presented its conclusions: in the 
form of resolutions, of which several of the 
most salient follow: 

Resolved, That tha priticiple of election be recog- 


mized in the secondary schools.

| Mr, Bryan that where the produc- 
tion of an article protected by . tariff 
duties is controlled by a trust, the removal 
of the duty will “reduce the extortion,” 
but he questions whether it will neces- 
sarily. destroy the trust. Farthermore, 
the. number of ‘articles which a trust can 
‘ontrol without the aid of import duties 
is steadily increasing. Therefore Mr. Bry- 
an, contends that even free trade would 
be only a partial remedy for trust evils. 
He says that where thé injury done by 
a trust ‘is confined to the State in which 
it exists the remedy can safely be left to 
that State, but when States advertise them- 
selves as the breeding places for trusts 
which affect injuriously the entire coun- 
try, then “it becomes necessary for the 
people to resort to an authority which 
reaches to every nook and corner of the 
country.” It 16 well known that there are 
comparatively few trusts the sphere of 
whose activity is confined to a single State. 
Therefore Mr. Bryan is of the opinion that 
“the federal government alone can sup- 
ply a remedy commensurate with the evil.” 
But while he expatiates at great length 
on the evil, he does not specify the remedy 
which the federal government should ad- 
minister. He does not say whether exec- 
utive and judicial officers should enforce 
laws how on the statute books, or whether 
the legislative départment should enact new. 
laws, and, if so, what those laws should 
prescribe. Mr. Bryan says the country is 
face face with the question whether 
the industrial system shall rest upon com- 
petition or monopoly, but while he is able 
to say exactly what he thinks should be 
done lor silver, he does not seem to know 
what he wants done in behalf of com- 
petition. By not committing himself to a 
solitary definite recommendation he avoids 
running into any constitutional enags. 
‘Since Mr. Bryan is going to make war 
on trusts and pose as a heaven-appo'nted 
champion of industrial competition, he 
ought to discuss remedies as well as dilate 
ya evils.

MUNICIPAL LECTURES IN “BOSTON, 

No feature of recent educational develop- 
ment is of more genuine interest than the 
movement inangurated by the New York 
School board in 1889 for free evening lec- 
tures for adults in school buildings. The 
success in New York, where 1,600 lectures 


are given in a single season to an at- 


tendance of more than half a million, has 
been nothing less than marvelous and has 
challenged other cities to similar action. 
In the winter of 1897-98 the Twentieth 
Century club of Boston.secured permission 
from the School committee and conduct- 
ed thirty-six such lectures in six differ- 
‘ent school buildings in that city. The 
following season Mayor Quincy, in co- 
operation with the city authorities and 
the School committee, took up the mat- 
| ter, secured an appropriation of $3,000, 


and appointed a special committee to ar- 


range courses. The recently published re- 
port of that committee is an interesting 
recital of results. Eighty-six lectures were 
given by forty different persons at twelve 
centers. The total attendance was 18,200, 
the largest about 1,000, the smallest thir- 
ty-tWo, and the average, 212. Stereopticon 
illustrations, given with some of the lec- 
tures, increased the attendance on the aver- 
age 7 per cent, though in some districts 
no increase resulted from this cause. Ad- 
mission was restricted to persons of 18 or 
more years, and thus distinctively adult 
character was given : the audiences and 
the subject mattor. 
Travel and Geography furnished the 
topics for the largest number of lectures 
under a single head. Sociology and In- 
dustry” came next, and this was closely 
followed by “ Municipal Life.” One of the 
three courses given as leaders at the cen- 
tral” station—the old Public Library 
Building still owned by the city—was on 
“Imperialism ” and one on “ Boston.” In- 
deed, according to the report, “if any one 
‘idea can be said to have been given special 
prominence, it has been that of municipal 
Amprovement as illustrated by parks, com- 
mon property, passenger transportation, 
‘baths and gymnasia, and civic architec- 
ture.“ Ten dollars was the usual price for 
each lecture and many of the speakers came 
trom other cities, including Chicago. 

The two ideas underlying this enterprise 
‘vere, as expressed by Mayor Quincy, the 
need for “the continuance of education in 
adult lite and the existence ready at hand 

“of an expensive school plant. . con- 
taining halls well adapted for lectures,” 


| which at “a slight additional cost“ could 


be greatly increased in their usefulness. 
The same need and the same plant exist in 
every city of the land, and one wonders 
that the bringing of the two together even 
in a few cities has waited so long. The 
response to the effort, however, in New 
York and Boston, and the success of similar 
efforts in Chicago, mark this as a branch 
Bot pubiic education ought to be taken 
up with emphasis by school authorities gen- 
erally.

A correspondent says he believes the 
members of the Board of Assessors are 
seriously considering whether persons hav- 
ing a thousand dollars’ worth and less of 
personal property should 
from assessment. If the Assessors were to 
do this they would, as the correspondent 
says, be acting“ contrary to their duty and 
the law.”

thet for pathos, tragedy, despair, and true 
Spartan heroism is unsurpassed in the an- 
nals of either history or fiction. The ar- 
ee which took place on the 15th of October, 
came upon Dreyfus like a bolt out of a 
clear sky. For almost two months the lib- 
erty of writing even to his wife was forbid- 
den, but on Dec. 5 the longed-for permission 
was obtained, and thereafter letters passed 
between husband and wife daily, and some- 
times almost hourly, until he was removed 
to Devil's Island. The letters published in 
this volume covered the period from Dec. 5, 

1894, to March 5, 1898. 

It goes without saying that the entire cor- 
respondence should be read to appreciate 


their pathos and the hopeless tragedy of 


the writer’s lot. Tha extracts which this 
article contains will some conception of 
their general character. They also give for 
the first time an intimate insight into the 
heroic soul of their author. It will be, per- 
haps, best to begin with the second letter of 
the series, dated Dec. 5, 1894, when Dreyfus 
as yet had hardly realized the danger that 
menaced him. 


His Second Letter. ) 


“I am waiting with impatience for a 
letter from you. You are my hope; you are 
my consolation; were it not for you life 
would be a burden. At the bare thought 
that they could accuse me of a crime so 
frightful, so monstrous, my whole being 
trembles; my body revolts against it. To 
have worked all my life for one thing alone, 
to avénge my country, to struggle for her 
against the infamous ravisher who has 
enatched from us our dear Alsace, and then

WARQUISE DE FONTENOY’S LEPTER

The case of the soi-disant Princess Wrede, 
who spent last winter in this country, has 
been once more engaging the attention of 
the French tribunals, and the Court of Cas- 
sation—that is to say, the supreme tribunal 
of France—has just given a final decree in 
favor of Prince Adolph Wrede, according to 
which his marriage to the lady in question is 
invalid, and she has no right whatsoever to 
bear either the title or the name of Prin- 
cess Wrede. | 

The self-styled Princess is by birth a Vien- 
nese girl, of the small shopkeeper class of 
society, and of the name of Maldamer. Shé 
married early in the eighties a doctor of 
Austrian-Poland, named Dobrinski. Both 
were Roman Catholics. They thereupon 
migrated to Russia, where the doctor took 
out letters of naturalization as a Russian 
citizen, his change of nationality. carrying 
along with it that of his wife. Subsequently 
they quarreled, and the doctor obtained from 
the Ruselan ecclesiastical court a divorce. 

On the strength of this the lady a couple 
of years later contracted at Paris a marriage 
with the Bavarian Prince Adolphus Wrede. 
He only lived with her a short time, and then 
left her on discovering that the ecclesiastical 
court at St. Petersburg had exceeded its 
powers in granting a legal dissolution ofa 
marriage contracted by two Roman Catho- 
lies in Austria before being naturalized as 
Russians. On this plea the Prince obtained 
from the courts of his country—namely: 
Bavaria—a decree declaring his marriage 
with Mme. Dobrinski null and void, the 
Bavarian courts taking the ground that at 
the time of Prince Wrede's marriage to the 
lady her union to the doctor had not been 
legally dissolved, and in fact that she re- 
mains in the eyes of the law the wife of the 
physician until this day. 

The Prince thereupon asked the French 
courts to register this Bavarian decree of 
dissolution, his application to the French 
tribunals being due to the fact that he had 
married the lady in France. Mme. Do- 
brinski, exceedingly anxious to retain the 
title and name of Princess Wrede, opposed 
the demand, and the matter has been carried 
from one court to another until finally the 
supreme tribunal of France—namely: the 
Court of Cassation—has now rendered judg- 
ment to the effect that a decree of the 
Bavarian court concerning two foreigners, 
one of them a Bavarian having no legal 
domicile in France, is effective and valid in

Do- 
brinski from using its illustrious name, I 
have never been able to understand the 
readiness with which the lady was received 
and accepted by society as a Princess Wrede 
in New York, Washington, and Chicago. 
Prince Adolph Wrede, as soon as the Ba- 
varian courts had declared that his marriage 
with Mme. Dobrinski was null and void ow- 
ing to the invalidity of the divorce which 
the lady had obtained in Russia, immedi- 
ately contracted another union at Geneva 
with an extremely wealthy widow of the 
name of Benites from Buenos Ayres, and at 
the moment when the soi-disant Princess 
Adolph Wrede was being entertained at 
Washington the authentic South American 
Princess Adolph Wrede was entertaining 
the diplomatic corps, royalty, and the cream 
of society at Madrid, where Prince Adolph, 
who is a chamberlain of the Prince Regent 
of Bavaria, now spends the greater part of 


the year.

When Princess Salm Salm was in this 
country the other day she had plenty to say 
about her first husband—namely: the Prince, 
but was so silent about her second marriage 
that there are few people, even among her 
friends and acquaintances, who are aware 
that she still has a husband who is living. 
True, they do not live together, and whereas 
she makes her home at Bonn, he stays al- 
together in England. His name is Charles 
Heneage, and, after figuring for a time in the 
diplomatic service, and winning some dis- 
tinction as an author, is now a journalist. 

He has just addressed a long letter to some 
of the London papers to defend the Princess 
from the charge of having been a circus 
rider prior to her marriage to Prince Salm 
Salm. Mr. Heneage declares that the 
Princess is really by birth not, as everybody 
supposes, an American woman, but a subject 
of Queen Victoria, her father, Colonel 
Le Clerc, having been a Canadian, who at 
one time held a commission in the British 
army. 

Mr. Heneage, by the bye, was at one time 
attached to the British Legation at Washing- 
ton, and was a suitor for the hand of Miss 
Le Clerc at the same time as Prince Salm 
Salm, who was preferred to him. Twelve 
years later, after the Princess had become 
a widow, and Mr. Heneage had quitted the 
diplomatic service, they met in Germany and 
married. Mr. Heneage is a brother of that 
Lord Heneage who received his peerage in 
1806. The Heneages are an old Lincolnshire 
family.

He excels as a conjurer, and when a lad 
greatly alarmed his family by inadvertently 
swallowing a half crown when perfo 
some sleight of hand trick. 

His father was for many years Foreign 
Secretary, used to be known by the nickname 
of Pussy.“ on a t of his soft, suave 
manners, and twice declined the Premiership 
in favor of his close friend, Mr. Gladstone. 
The present Earl's grandfather was one of 
the most celebrated and successful Ambas- 
sadors that have ever represented Great 
Britain abroad during the present century, 
and for many years was as great a political 
as a social power Paris. |

At the 
primary points they were 650,000 bu, com- 
pared with 280,000 bu on the corresponding 
date last year. Clearances were 914,000 bu.

The wedding took, 


a week ago, but has just been made known, 


INCREASE IN LUMBER SHIPMENTS 
AND RECEIPTS OVER 1898, 


Volume of Business in Local Yards 


ward Tendency—Further Increase 
Expected—Broken Stocks Reported 
—Green Stocks Geo Readily—Hard- 
wood Market Short of Dry Stecks. 


For the last six months ending July 1 
lumber shipments from this market show an 
increase of 10 per cent over the same period 
for last year, while the receipts are even 
larger in Volume. In the city trade the 
volume of business for the same period was 
also larger than it was last year. While 
no larger bills for city use have been noted 
during the season, the demand from manu- 
facturing, building, and repair sources has 
been especially marked, and continued ac- 
tivity in these lines is expected throughout 
the season.

credited the Harriman syndicate, which 
bought the Alton road and whose purchase 
of the Chicago Terminal Transfer line was 
confirmed by General Manager Ainslie, 
with a desire to obtain control of still more 
lines, but they were not credited generally. 
That the syndicate had purchased a majori- 
ty of the stock of the Terminal Transfer was 
corroborated by James H. Eckels, one of the 
Board of Directors. Mr. Eckels said 1,600 
shares--a majority—had been bought up by 
the syndicate. . 

As to the plang for the management of the 
road, there is no truth in the report that the 
terminal property is to be consolidated with 
the Alton and operated by it. For some 
time it has been known that the Alton peo- 
ple were large holders of terminal stock, 
and the formal transfer is nothing more 
than mere detail. The terminal road never 
can be used for any other purpose than the 
one it more fulfilling now. The Alton could not 


use than one-half of its mileage in 
any way, and if it was consolidated with 
the Alton other and competing roads nat 
urally would refrain from using it at all. 


Discredit Rumors. | 

Reports of the further extension of the 
Alton are not believed 33 The 
stories of the day were that the gpompany 
practically had consolidated with the follow- 
ing roads: Missouri Pacific, Texas Pacific, 
St. Louis and Iron Mountain, St. Louis, 
Peoria and Northern. and Kansas City, 
Pittsburg and Gulf. The first three of these 
are Gould lines, and it is greatly doubted 
if they could be induced to enter into a 
consolidation. The fourth may be taken in, 
and it is conceded that the Harriman syn- 
dicate is likely to get the Kansas City, Pitts- 
burg and Gulf. Mr. Harriman is a member 
of the Reorganization committee and would 
influence the control of the road passing into 
his own hands. Everything so far as the Gulf 
line is concerned is in embryo, however, as 
Mr. Harriman is in Alaska and will not re- 
turn till the end of the summer. It Is 
claimed that the Harriman syndicate has 
bought in the Gulf 
Une. 

In = connection it is noted that all rail- 
roads are forming much closer alliances 
than ever before. Consolidations are much 
emoved from probability owing to 
the hostile legislation which such a move 
would be Hkely to develop. The friendship 
of connecting lines is carried to a greater 
extreme with these closer business rela- 
tions, and this is regarded as being as 
effectual as absolute consolidation. &

MUST PAY LEGACY TAX. | 


COUNTY COURT RULES AGAINST PULL- 
MAN AND BILLINGS HEIRS. 


Law Upheld at All Points and Nearly 
$200,000 Is Levied on the Two Es- 
tates—Judge Epler of Quincy De- 
cides the Former Case and Judge 

Carter the Latter—Questions in Both 
Suits Are Identical and Decisions 
Agree in All Points.

The County Court has decided that the 
heirs of George M. Pullman and Albert M. 
Billings must pay the State inheritance tax 
amounting in the former case to $108,482, 
with a small amount postponed, and in the 
latter to $62,763, with tax on $1,000,000 post- 
poned. 

Judge Carter presided at the hearing in 
the Billings estate, and Judge Epler of 
Quincy, who is assisting in the County Court 
this week, listened to the arguments in the 
Pullman case. In both cases almost iden- 
tical new questions were raised, attacking 
the constitutionality of the inheritance tax 
law on the principal ground that it was not 
proper to tax the widows’ shares of the es- 
tates under their dower rights. Both Judges 
decided that the law included‘the power for 
the proper officials to tax the dower inter- 
ests, and that they were not exempt. 


Amounts Each Must Pay. 
The Pullman heirs are taxed on the net 
value of the estate within the jurisdiction of 
this State, amounting to $8,182,024. Three 
principal heirs will pay the following tax 
unless the Supreme Court holds differently: 
Inheritance. Tax. 
Hattie Sanger Pullman, widow .$2,628,649 $26,006 
Florence P. Lowden, daughter. 2,000,000 20,000 
Harriet P. Carolan, daughter.. 2,000,000 20,000 
The balance of the total inheritance tax Is 
made up against the legacies to numerous 
relatives, friends, servants, and institutions. 
In the Billings estate the three principal 
beneficiaries’ taxes are: 
Inheritance. Tax. 
8. Billings, widow.. ..$2,368,151 $23,431 
C. K. G. Billings, e 2,502,118 24,821 
A. M. Billings, grandson...... 1,424,374 14,043 
The net value of the Billings estate with- 
in the jurisdiction of the State has been 
found to amount to $7,412,308. Part of the 
tax is postponed, because under the will 
$1,000,000 is not vested yet. 


First and Second Sections Valid. 

Judge Carter in delivering his opinion 
practically covered all the points raised 
in both cases. He said: 

„It is first argued that the inheritance 
tax law is unconstitutional because of the 
classification under section 2 of the act 
imposing a tax upon life estates where the 
remainder vests in lineal decendants, and 
exempting life estates from taxation where 
the remainder vests in collateral heirs or 
strangers to the blood. The argument is 
made that the classification is arbitrarily 
unreasonable and results in inequality of 
taxation. | 

The fair deduction from the decisions of 
the courts at hand is that they thought the 
classification of section 1 of the law was not 
unreasonable and that the classes were based 
upon fair distinctions justifying their crea- 
tion. If that be so, certainly the classes in 
section 2 are no more open to the objection 
of being arbitrary than the six classes found 
in section 1 already upheld in the Supreme 
Court. After giving full consideration to all 
authorities presented and arguments urged 
by learned counsel I am compelled to hold 
that the former decisions on the constitu- 
tionality of the law are conclusive as to this 
question.’’ 

The court then rendered his opinion on the 
right to tax the widow’s dower. The widows 
of both Mr. Pullman and Mr. Billings made 
the hardest fight against the collection of the 
tax imposed. The following language of 
Judge Carter upholding the tax on dower 
applies practically to both cases, although 
delivered in the Billings contest. 


Widow’s Dower May Be Taxed. 


The court said in part: 
he next point urged is that the widow's 


dower is not taxable under the law; that it 


is not that which passes by will or by the in- 
testate laws of this State; that the dower 
law in this State is a common law right, and 
not statutory. The right of dower is cer- 
tainly no more sacred than the right of 


children to inherit from their parents, and | 
the courts have held that the rights of chil- 


dren to inherit are purely statutory. The Leg- 
islature, in passing this inheritance tax law, 
evidently intended to tax the widow's dower, 
because, under section 1, it places the wife 
along with the husband in the first classifica- 
tion of beneficiaries and gives her an exemp- 
tion of $20,000. If, under this law the dower 
cannot legally be taxed, then the law is 
rendered unequal in its operation, and the 
purpose and objects sought are practically 
nullified.’ 


WILL NOT CHANGE ITS NAME. 


Mrs. Max West Says Congress of Moth- 
ers Has No Present Intention of 
Adopting a New Title. 


Washington, D. C., July 13.—Mrs. Max 
West, chairman of the Press committee of 
the Congress of Mothers, makes the follow- 
ing statement: 

„The statement which has apbeared re- 
cently in several papers to the effect that the 
Congress of Mothers is to be known here- 
after as the ‘Congress of Parents and 
Teachers’ is unauthorized. The presence of 
men at the meetings and their coéperation 
in the work of the congress has always been, 
earnestly desired by the officials of the con- 
gress, but there is nothing new in their 
policy in this regard this year, and no change 
of name is under present consideration.”
